MOST IMPORTANT MOVEMENT. 

French Army Headquarters, Sept. 3.—Reuter’s correspondent cables 
that General Mangin’s yadvance between the Aillette and the Aisne 
Rivers is the most important so far. He has reached to the Ailette 
Canal du Nord and Bethincourt, and has also advanced one mile to the 
south of Leuilly. The line now passes through the plateau of Bethin- 
court to the north of Crouy on the SoisSons-Maubeuge road. The centre 
of the plateau is now cleared of the enemy. 

Great fires are observed in the region of the Vaixaillon valley to the 
north of Laffauz. These are prohably enemy dumps abandoned and de- 
stroyed in retreat.

THE WAR YESTERDAY. 


Following fast upon the beaten enemy, British troops advancing to- 
ward Cambrai have rcached a point at Baralle, scarcely seven miles from 
the limits of the city. This advance along the Arras-Cambrai road is 
somewhat more rapid than that along the Bapaume-Cambrai road, but 
on it also there has heen remarkable progress since the capture of Ba- 
paumc. In a couple of days ,il the movement continues, the Canadian 
and British troops engaged will conic up against the only remaining cn- 
trenched line between them and Cambrai. This is a switch paralleling 
they Drocourt-Queant lincs and about six miles to the east of them. It 
swings around to the west and southwest of Cambrai at a distance of 
about five miles from the city. The villages of Mocuvres and Graincourt, 
taken by Byng’s army in the attack upon Cambrai in November, 1917, 
age on the line of the trench system. Its strongest features are probably 
the unfinished Canal du Nord, a deep cutting in which there is no water, 
and which was crossed in November only after hard fighting, and Bour- 
lon Wood, where there were in November, and doubtless are still, many 
well-concealed machine-gun and artillery emplacements. A second bat. 
‘tle for Bourlon Wood must precede the occupation of Cambrai, but this 
time Canadian and English troops advancing along the Arras road will 
be in a position to outflank the wood from the north after breaching the 
trench lines to which the enemy is retiring cast of Baralle. 

All along the front, from the Scarpe to a point well south of the 
Bapaume road, the encmy cohtinucd to withdraw yesterday. His rear- 
quards suffered heavy losses at the hands of the pursuing infantry. Th: 
Canadian and British artillery also inflicted many casualties. Near 
Equancourt, cast of the old Somme battlefictd, large numbers of the en- 
emy, retiring in close formation, came under fire of British guns on the 
open heights. That must have involved scrious losses. The capture of 
over 10,000 prisoners in Monday's fighting must have Ieft several Ger- 
man divisions minus a large part of their infantry, and made an organ- 
ized counter-attack impracticable,

One on Fritz of $200 and costs with tha 
Act. 

Nevertheless, the statement laid ve! 
fore tho magistrate by the Provinclal 
Temperance Inspector and the several! 
policemen’ he brought forward to evr! 
roborate thaf statement, left him 
with his hands tied by tho act and] 
he had no alternative to inflicting c, 
tz of $200 and o¢sts with the! 
provision that he go to jail if the fine 
be not paid. 

The evidence was that the prorin- 
clal inspector Had decided to test tho 
temperance beer fn question, He did 
not apply to the -agent, Fritz, for a 
sample, but in company with polico 
officials, visited a restaurant where 
the beer was being sold with meals 
and selzéd a bottle.

Y FRENCH PRESS FORWARD. 
. PARIS, Sept. 6.—South of Peronne French troops made a further 
crossing of the Somme River in the region of Epenancourt. Further 
south the Ham-Peronne road was rcached at several points, * 

South of Ham the towns of Le Plessis, Pattedoie and Berlancourt 
were occupied and still further south French pursuing troops pushed be- 
yond Guivry, Caillouel, Crepigny and Abbecourt. ° 

AMERICANS MAKE NOTABLE PROGRESS. 

In the region of the Ailette River the French have reached the out- 
skirts of Singeny and the plateau north of Landricourt, and south of the 
‘Ailette advancing forces are along the Vauxailfon Ridge. The American 
troops adyancing from the Vesle have cdptured the town of Gilemies, 
southeast of Revillon and have advanced their lines as far as the outskirts 
of Vellers-en-Prayeres on the Aisne river. 

BRITISH OCCUPY OLD GERMAN FRONT. 

LONDON, Sept. 6.—On the Flanders front the Briltish are estab- 
lished in portions of the old German front line east of Neuve Chapelle 
and in the old Brifish line in the Fauquissart sector. British troops also 
have advanced northwest of Armentieres. North of Peronne British 
forces are in possession of the town of Buissy and are in the immediate 
vicinity of Templeux, LaFoss, Caurlit and Equancourt. Southwest of 
Perotne the British have reached Atkies and Mons-en-Chausee, . They 
have captured the village of Doingt. : ; 

CANAL DU NORD CROSSED IN FORCE. 

The most important of this morning's despatches is that the Canal 
da Nord has been crossed by the British on the whole front except from 
Hatrincourt to the River Scarpe,-and that the French have secured 2 
footing on the castctm side of the whole water line down to Ham.

This indicates’ that the Germans are 
making strenuous efforts to get their artillery behind the Hindenburg de. 
fences. In many places north of the Sensce river the Germans are firing 
thousands of gas shells indiscriminately.

Board to Adopt Honor Ration 


OTTAWA, Sept. 9.—The Canada 
Food Board in a statement at the 
week-end places definitely upon house- 
holders reaponsibility for limiting do- 
‘mestic consumption of sugar so as to 
insure a sufficient supply for preserv- 
ing. The board urges that a family of

Stor- 
age facilities for gasoline in America 
are lmited. Over-production would, 
therefore, automatically reduce the 
output of fuel of] and other vitally 
mecessary substances gained througi 


to preserve a proper balance between 
production and consumption of gaso- 
Une. Hitherto all overseas demands 
have been satisfactorily met ,as far ax 
transportation was avaftable,and the 
-domestic demand has absorbed the 
balance, and the attitude of the Fuel 
Controller has been one of watchful 
waiting. 
Production Is Lagging

‘Recent information, however, dis- 
closes the fact that production is be- 
ginning to lag bebind the demand 
from all sources, The requirements 
of tho Western harvest ficlds owing 
to the ever increasing use of mcchani- 
cal motive power, has been very large 
and the country is now face to face 
with an actual gasoline shortage. Whe- 
ther or when production will overtake 
this shortage, It is difficult to say,, but 
this ts the period of the year when 
the consumption of gasoline is at its 
highest, and tho increased domestic 
demands, together with the oxtenstre 
overseas requirements, havo rendered 
necessary adequate safeguards against 
a possible shortage,

The Attack on Toulon

plosive bomb crashed through th 
roof, killing or burning tt 
patient, and all of his attendants, 

“Then.” continued the  Bbhshop, 
“while the buildings were in flames 
these chivalrous Germans , swooped 
down to cruelly machine-gun the 
nurses and orderlies‘as they sought 
to rescuc the patients trapped In the 
wrecked and burning buildings.” 

These were circumstances, his lord- 
ship thought, had been too long with- 
held from the world.

At Court of Inquiry = 

That day one of the German raldcra 
which had participated in his out 
rage descended because of motor trou 
ble fn the Canadian lines. 

With General Watson he heard the 
Interrogation of the Germans, and tv 
his audience repeated what occurred. 

“Did you know you were bombing 
hospitals?" General Watson demanded 
of the Hun. 

“Yes,” he at once replied. 

“Why did you do so?" pressed the 
general, 

“Because,” came the answer, “these 
are our orders, and if we didn’t do as 
wo are told we would have our ears 
pulled when we got back." 

Such Crimes Are ‘Abhorrent

water. The addition-of a little green 
food daily will help matters, ‘Many 
people get better resulis by feeding 
a Uttle salt. About one-half pound 
to one hundred pounds of dry grain 
is sufficient. This mixes best by be- 
ing dissolved in water and adding a 
little at each feed. Be careful not 
to use too much. 

The best grains available now are 
& mixture of ground barley, corn- 
meal, finely ground buckwheat, and 
shorts. Oats are good if part of the 
hull is sifted out, as are also ground 
brewers’ grains. We have used with 
good results a mixture of two parts 
of ground barley, two parts corn- 
meal, and two parts shorts, mized 
with twice the amount of sour milk. 
In general feed about one-third 
shoris and then whatever finally. 
ground grains you may have about 
the farm. 

If at all possible mix the ground 
grains with sour milk.—Prof. W. BR.

His influence over his officers was quite extraordinary, 
He called them all by their Christian names, and his hum- 
orous badinage touched the spot with unerring instinct. 
His last conference with his company offigers was a lesson 
in the power of personality. He sat on a couch in’ the 
dugout with a hand and Ieg bandaged, for he had not re- 
covered from a painful accident of the week before. In his 
quiet tone he gave cach his final instructions, His confid- 
ence in them and their affectionate respect for him were 
beautiful to behold. As they left he said ‘Good-bye, boys, 
God bless you.’ Several times in the last three days he 
repeated to himself John’ McCrac’s inspiring poem, ‘In 
Flanders’ Fields.’” 

The colonel was hit with a machine gun bullet about a 
mile from the town. The wound was mortal, He died in 
five minutes. without a word. He was a very perfect gentle 
knight and a most gallant gentleman. He was carried 
shoulder high by four prisoners, two of them officers, who 
were informed by the.colonel’s batman that. they had never 
performed a‘ more honorable task. 

We buried the colonel in a litte British cemetery on 
the main road in an eastern suburb of the city which he had 
helped to deliver. The evening sun went down over the 
glorious pile of the cathedral only a mile a When 2 
few days later a-great thanksgiving service was held there 
for the deliverance of the city, his spirit must have felt the 
reward of duty done for France, for Canada and mankind.

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Select Seed Corn Now. \ 


Uniess every precaution is taken 
this autumn the supply of g seed 
corn of the desirablo Y¥arieties | will 
be inadequate for the requirements 
of 1919. The autumn of 1917 saw 
the corn crop harvested with anhezx- 
cess of moisture. Wet cold weather 
followed, during which time the corn 
did not cure, consequently, when the 
very cold weather of December set 
in the corn was frozen and germina- 
tion was ‘reduced to a very low por= 
centage. This situation which calsed 
the agricultural authorities of North 
America so much anxiety during the 
winter and spring of 19128, and 
which was described by them as “a 
national calamity,” ts not yet averted. 
The problem which that committee 
had to face was one of supplying 
North America with sced wilich 
would give a fair germination. To 
secure this sced was no easy task 
and recourse was made to districts 
in the United States hundreds of 
miles to the south of Ontario which 
produce large, late maturing varie 
tics. In‘ bringing this seed into the 
country there was littlo expectation 
that it would produce muah grain, 
but it was hoped it would produce 
fodder. The situation in Ontario -was 
so acute that an embargo was placed 
on tho seed grown In Kent and, Essex 
counties prohibiting the exportation 
from those counties to other districts 
in Ontario. Some seed of fair germ- 
ination was available but not sufli- 
cient for all” their local needs, and 
as those counties located in southern | 
and western Ontario furnish the 
chicf source of seed for the remain- 
der of the province it was felt that 
such action was justified in order to 
conserve those varictics for seed pur- 
poses which had proven themselves 
adapted to Ontario conditions. 

There was never a time in On- 
tario’s history when {t was more ne- 
cessary to take every precaution in 
the selection of seed corn than at the 
Present time. The most satisfactory | 3 
method of sced selection is that: of 
selecting In the field. The grower can

For when the prince 
is introduced to visitors it is not cus- 
te ry to mention his name. Hence 
the hand-shakers often at first don't 
know who he is. 

Prince Arthur is an interesting 
conversationalist. All who sit next 
him at mess can testify to this. His 
fund of anecdote about well-known 
personages would make an absorbing 
book. Eager to learn the opinions of 
his neighbor on various matters, he 
fs always willing In return to express 
his own views—views of uncommon 
interest, based as they are upon an 
extensive knowledge of the great 
world and the men tho do things. A 
warm admirer of Theodore Roose- 
velt, and of the Americans generally, 
{is the prince. Japan, \which country 
and whose people he has learned to 
know intimately from former visits, 
has always appealed most strongly 
to him. 

At the staff college in .France, 
where the prince took a course, 
along with & number of Canadian of- 
ficers, he was known among his fel- 
low-students as “Pip Ack”—though,, 
of course, etiqpette forbade that 
even bis intimates should use this 
battlefield familiarity in his presence.

HOW PIONEERS MADE CHANGE 


Gltver Dollare Were Quartered and 
“Sharp Shins” Were Result— 
Peits Once Currency. 


-We of today, with half-dollars, quar- 
ter-dollars, dimes, nickels and pénoles, 
often find it.difficult to “make change.” 
Still more dificult was It for the early 
Settlers to do so, Martha G. Purcell 
writes In “Stories of Old Keatucky.” 

As the Indians used wampum, 80 the 
ploneers of Kentucky used -the skins 
of wild animais as their firat currency. 
While immigrants continued to come 
te this region, Spanish silver dollars 








made change by cutting the dollar into 
four equal parts, each worth 25 cents. 
These were again divided, each part 
worth 12% cents, called bits. People 
sometimes became careless in the work 
of making change, and often cut the 
Gollar into five “quarters” or into ten 
“eighths." On account of the wedse 
shape of these pieces of cut moncy, 
they were called “sharp shins.” 

If change was deeded for a smaller 
sum than+12% cents, merchants gave 
pins, needles, writing paper and such 
things. c 

This cut silver gradually fcund Its 
way back to the print for recoinage, 
usually to the loss of the last owner. 
As late as 1800, a business house in 
Philad@phia received 100 pounds of 
cut altver, brought on by a Kentucky 
tierchant, which was sent on a dray 
to tbe United States mint for recoln- 
age.

innumerable under brisk shell fire, 
His knowledge of languages and wide 
exerience make him most useful In 
Uason work and he is often on the 
move between the Canadians and the 
various British French armies. 
And yot to friends the prince speaks 
almost contemptuously of his work 
and regrets most keenly that fortune 
bas not permitted him a more active 
part. \ 





History Is Contradictory. 

With obvious desire to intensify 
the interest of its story, a Saskatch- 
ewan newspaper asseris that the 
largest hailstoncs known to history 
fell ina recent visitation of that pro- 
vince. If so they- must have been 
some hailstones, Hailstones weigh- 
ing from six to eight pounds fell fn 
Namur in 1719; and the missionary 
priest, Fr. Hue, records the fall in 
Tartary in 1843 of a block of ice as 
large as a millstone which took three 
days to melt. In 1802 also an Hun- 
gartan village reported the fall of a 
hailstone weighing half a ton and a 
hundredweight over, which required 
eight men to move it. A

23.—'‘Phe success achicved by the Allies in, Mace- 
donia is taking the character of a great victory,"’ declares tonight's War 
Office report on operations in Macedonia. “The French and Serbian 
armies are making rapid progress in the centre toward the middle Var- 
dar Valley, and are advancing on the whole front of 150 kilometres be- 
tween Monastir and Lake Doiran.

Russian Red Terror 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 25.—The most 
awful figure of the Russian Red Te: 
ror, the man with the most murder ca 
his soul, is the present extraordinary 
commissioner against the counte>ra- 
volution and sabotage, a dapper litt'e 
blonde Lett named Peters, who bas 
Nved in England so long that he 
speaks Russian with an English sc- 
cent, : 

He was known and liked by most 
of the American correspondents and 
writers who have been In Russia un- 
der the Bolsheriki because he seemed 
more cultured than the rest. Few had 
occasion to arouse in him his fiercs 
class-hatred. They did not know tho 
mean, croyched little man with the 
pale cyes filled with venom who now 
sits In the Kremlin and signs away 
daily tho lives of scores of men he ae- 
ver saw.

I az 
sick of the sight of these untidy re- 
volutionary men.” a 

Peters now has agitate power of 
life or death for anybody In Russia. A 
heutral who had lately on a number 
of occasions visited him to plead for 
the innocent feople told me- Peters 
had become a mere furious little ani- 
mal; signing death warrants all day 
often not looking to see what he was 
signing. During one visit the neutral 
noticed he signed an order to shoot 
seventy-two officers without even 
glancing down at the paper.

Jt ts common to hear wo 
men purchasers on city markets, say 
to farm butter-makers, “Your but- 
ter is turnipy,” which is sufficient to} 
cause a loss of the sale. Creamery- | 
men object very strongly to “turniny 
cream.” While 1 is doubtless true 
that some careful feeders are able to 
feed quite large quantities of turnips 
to cows giving milk, without causing 
any serious trouble, there is always 
danger, which can best be avoided by 
not feeding these to milking cows. 
if thty-are grown on the dalry.farm 
they ate best fed to di wa, fatten- 
ing cattle, young - Digs, etc. 
However, if they aro fed in tho stabie 
where cows aro milking, and more 
eapecially where the foot house opens 
into the stable and where the turnips 
are pulped in the stable or In a fced- 
room adjoining, the odor of the tur- 
nips fills the alr, which is carried into 
the milk pail at the tlme of milking 
and thus the milk, cream, and but- 
ter become tainted from the stable 
alr, even though the milk cows may 
pot be fed’any/of the turnips. 

The safest plan is not to grow 
turnips on a dairy farm. Grow man- 
gels, or sugar beets, and corn for 
ailage, These crops wijl give as good 
returns as turnips, are no more ex- 
pensive to grow, and are much safer. 

“Safety Orst" is a good motto on 
a dairy farm.—Prof. H. H. Dean, 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph.
